Nazi Radio Admits Reds 
Have Broken Through, 
Calls on Troops to 
‘Stand Firm.’ 


NEW YORK, Jan. 22.—A Ger- 
man broadcast quoted by the Brit- 
ish radio said today that Hitler

WITH AMERICAN ’ FORCES. 
Jan, 22.—With German forces en- 
gaged in a general withdrawal to- 
ward the West wall from what is 
left of the Ardennes salient estab- 
lished by Field Marshal von Rund- 
stedt's counteroffensive, American 
morale is higher than it has been 
since the great days of last August 
when it seemed the end of the war 
was just around the corner, 

We are still a little more than 
300 miles from Berlin but Berlin 
doesn't seem so far away as it did 
when the Germans were flooding 
over Luxembourg and Belgium 
five weeks ago. 

Of course, the Russians have 
had something to do with the up- 
surge of morale. Their sensational 
day-by-day advances across Ger- 
man soil have given rise to a 
number of reports which need not 
be taken too seriously but which 
are as follows: “Russian trucks 
have been observed hauling pon- 
toons to bridge the Rhine, Rus- 
sian long-range artillery has been 
dropping shells behind the Amer- 
ican lines. We have made a friend- 


ly protest to Moscow asking that 
their artillery be deflected. Rus- 
sian Stormoviks have been flying 
over many sections of Lt. Gen. 
George 8. Patton’s Third Army 
zone. 

“Sixth Armored Division patrols 
have penetrated five miles east- 
ward but haven't yet contacted 
Russian patrols. Russian walkie- 
talkies with their range of five to 
seven miles are interfering with 
reception of our own walkie- 
talkies. 

“All Russians bearing vodka are 
to be welcomed within our lines 
since we long ago ran out of cap- 
tured German stocks of cognac. 
If consistent with their timetable, 
the Russians are to be asked to 
pick up some wines for us at 
Berncastle,

GAMBLING CASE ISENATOR MURRAY 


INTRODUCES FULL 
EMPLOYMENT BIL 


Measure Would Establish 
Right to a Job as Fed- 
eral Policy—Three Co- 
sponsors. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (AP).— 
Senator James E. Murray (Dem.,), 
Montana, laid the base for a po- 
tential new New Deal in domestic 
economy today by introducing a 
sweeping “full employment bill.” 
Three other Democratic Senators 


joined him in_= sponsoring it— 
Wagner of New York, Thomas of 
Utah and O'Mahoney of Wyoming. 

All four are rated close to the 
White House and their views fre- 
quently coincide with or even fore- 
shadow those of the administra- 
tion. 

The bill would establish the 
right to a job as a Federal policy, 
for all Americans able to work 
and looking for work who have 
finished their schooling and who 
do not have full-time household 
responsibilities. 

It declares that, if full employ- 
ment cannot be achieved other- 
wise, it is the Federal Govern- 
ment’s responsibility “to provide 
such volume of Federal invest- 
ment and expenditure as may be 
needed” to produce the jobs, 

To set the machinery in motion, 
the President would transmit to 
Congress each year a “national 
production and employment budg- 
et” which wélld show not only 
the contemplated regular expen- 
ditures of the Federal Govern- 
ment, but also the estimated ex- 
penditures of business, consum- 
ers and state and local govern- 
ments. 

If the total estimated outgo was 
less than that adjudged necessary 
for full employment (President 
Roosevelt has estimated the post- 
war need for 60 million jobs) there 
would be deemed to be a prospec- 
tive deficit in the national budget. 

That is when the Federal Gov- 
ernment would step in. The Presi- 
derit would recommend “a gen- 
eral program for encouraging in- 
creased non-Federal expenditures,” 
and, if he did not consider that 
enough to cure the trouble, he 
could recommend a Federal spend- 
ing program, including construc- 
tion of public works. 

Henry A. Wallace, while vice 
president, recently indorsed the 
principle of the bill, declaring “the 
essential idea is that the Federal 
Government is ultimately respon- 
sible for full employment.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.— Au- 
brey W. Williams, former head of 
the National Youth Administra- 
tion, was nominated by President 
Roosevelt today to be administra- 
tor of the Rural Electrification 
Administration, which has head- 
quarters in the Boatmen's Bank 
Building, St. Louis. 

Williams, if his nomination Is 
confirmed by the Senate, will suc- 
ceed Harry Slattery, who resigned 
last month after a heated contro- 


versy with Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Claude R. Wickard. REA 
has been under the jurisdiction of 
the Secretary of Agriculture since 
1939, and since then a campaign 
to restore its independent status 
has been waged. 

Williams is 54 years old, a na- 
tive of Alabama, and has been en- 
gaged in social work and com- 
munity service since 1920. He was 
in social work in Cincinnati from 
1920 to 1922, and thereafter for 10 
years was executive director of 
the Wisconsin Conference of So- 
cial Work. In 1933 he was made 
a field representative of the Fed- 
eral Emergency Relief Adminis- 
tration, and from 1933 to 1935 was 
assistant administrator of that 
agency and the Civil Works Ad- 
ministration. He was named as- 
sistant administrator of the Works 
Progress Administration in 1935, 
and in the same year was made 
executive director of the National 
Youth Admirfstration.

Scheer, 31 years old, asked the 
court through his lawyer that 
he be put on probation so that 
he might enter the armed forces, 
but Judge Moore denied the re 
quest. He said Scheer was unfit 
to be a soldier. 

The lawyer had told the court 
that Scheer had corrected a physi- 
cal defect previously the cause of 
his rejection, and had arranged 
for his induction next Wednes- 
day if the Court’s disposition of 
the case permitted. 

Judge Moore, in sentencing 
Scheer, said: “I've noticed that in 
France the Army officers, who re- 
alize the seriousness of the gaso- 
line situation, are sentencing men 
to die for acts like this.” 

Scheer's sentencing arose out of 
the transfer of 200 counterfeit 
gasoline stamps for five gallons 
each in April, 1944, in his tavern 
at Nineteenth and Dodier streets. 
The recipient, Louis Beckman, an 
auto mechanic in a garage at 
Twenty-third and Dodier streets, 
will be sentenced Jan. 27 on his 
previous plea of guilty of peddling 
the stamps. 

B. J. Gooch of Springfield, Mo., 
an automobile dealer, who bought 
20 stamps from Beckman for $7, 
pleaded guilty before Judge Moore 
today of illegally possessing the 
stamps. He received as a nom- 
inal penalty a $25 fine when Dis- 
trict Attroney Harry C. Blanton 
pointed out that Gooch had been 
helpful in clearing up the case. 
Gooch had reported to the Office 
of Price Administration when he 
discovered that the stamps were 
counterfeit.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (AP), 
HE provisional government of Hungary has agreed to turn over 
to the Allies all its war facilities and Nazi material and plans 
in its possession, it was disclosed in terms of an armistice signed 
in Moscow Saturday and made public yesterday simultaneously in 
Moscow, London and Washington.

Hungary will pay $300,000,000 in 
reparations. They are to be in 
commodities such 
river craft, grain and livestock 
and are to be delivered over a 
period of six years. Two hundred 
million dollars of the total is to 
go to Russia and the rest to 
Czechoslovakia and Yugoslavia. 

This represents a considerable 
reduction in the original $400,000,- 
000 in four years asked by Russia 
,alone and rejected by the United 
States as too high. 


U. S. Names Envoy. 

The pact does not signalize the 
end of all fighting in Hungary, 
however, as the Nazis and puppet 
Hungarian troops are still battling 
together in the western part of 
the country. 

It was signed by representatives 
of the provisional government at 
Debrecen, headed by Gen. Miklos. 
The Debrecen government, which 
took the first step towards Allied 
recognition through the armistice, 
was formed Dec. 23. 

The State Department an- 
nounced that H. F. Arthur Schoen- 
feld, former United States Min- 
ister of Finland, would represent 
American interests in Hungary. 
He will have the personal rank of 
minister. 

The armistice provides that the 
Soviet high command will have 
charge of carrying out its provi- 
sions. It sets up an Allied con- 
trol commission of which Russia 
is to have the chairmanship. 

The armistice is more detailed 
than those for the other Balkan 
satellites of Germany. It provides 
that Hungary will furnish “not 
less than eight infantry divisions 
with corps troops” for the war 
against Germany. 

The provisional government de- 
clared war on Germany imme- 
diately after it was established.

| Vandenberg, making a Senate 
address which has gained wide- 
spread attention, urged the im-

United Nations to demilitarize 
Germany and Japan and keep 
them in that state. 

Citing the Vandenberg speech 
'as one of the instances in which 
'a Republican had taken national 
‘leadership, Brownell declared: 

“People are crying for leader-

i'nished by the New Deal or the 
White House in this all-important 
matter.” 

He noted that Senators Cape- 
hart (Rep.), Indiana, and Willis 
(Rep.), Indiana, had indorsed the 
Vandenberg speech at a luncheon 
here a few minutes earlier. 

Willis told the luncheon guests 
that in his opinion the United 
States would take the leadership 
“in proposing a peace program 
based on justice, freedom and the 
internal independence of every na- 
tion, large and small.” 

Willis declared that there now 
is “no isolationism in the ugly 
and bigoted qense in the United 
States Senate.” 

He told“reporters later he was 
not prepared to go quite as far 
as Vandenberg had in advocating 
the immediate signing a treaty 
for the demilitarization of the 
enemy, but supported the major 
principles that Vandenberg enun- 
ciated.

WRITTEN IN MANPOWER BILL 


Committee Proposes No Man Taking War 


Job at Draft Board’s Request Should Be 
Forced to Join Union.

WASHINGTON, Jan 22 (AP). 


N “anti-closed-shop” amendment was added to the manpower 
bill today by the House Military Committee, which meanwhile 
held out an olive branch to agriculture. 


The actions were taken 


as the committee forged ahead with its work on the bill applying 
criminal] penalties to men 18 through 45 who refuse to work at war 
jobs at the behest of their draft boards. 


By a 14-to-10 vote in closed ses- 
sion, the committee approved an 
amendment declaring that men 
assigned to such jobs by draft 
boards shall not be required to 
join a union. 

Then it overwhelmingly ap- 
proved another amendment de- 
signed to protect operation of the 
Tydings Act setting up a formula 
for the guidance of local draft 
boards in considering deferments 
for farm workers. 

The labor amendment was called 
“an anti-closed-shop” amendment 
by Chairman May (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky. Its effect would be that a 
man who is directed to a job or 
who volunteers for one listed. as 
essential and for which volunteers 
have been requested, shall have 
his choice of joining or staying 
out of a union, 

This choice could be exercised 
regardiess of whether the job is 
in a closed shop where a union 
has a contract requiring all work- 
ers to be union members. 

Some Fight Provision. 

Some committee members fought 
it bitterly, contending it deprived 
unions of their legal rights under 
eixsting labor legislation and de- 
claring it would permit draft 
boards unfriendly to labor to 
“load” union shops with nonunion 
workers. 

Its approval by the committee 
was expected to reinforce organ- 
ized labor’s opposition to the leg- 
islation as a whole. 

The amendment was drafted by 
Representative Andrews of New 
York, ranking Republican com- 
mitteeman, who lifted it bodily 
from the original Austin-Wads- 
worth National Service proposal. 

It provides that “every person 
assigned to service under this act, 
including every accepted volun- 
teer, shall have the right to join 
any union or organization of em- 
ployes, but no such person shall 
be obliged to join any such union 
or organization if he should not 
freely choose to do so.” 

Andrews’ amendment was a 
substitute for one prepared by 
Representative Stewart (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, which would have a 
similar effect. 


Farm Amendment. 
The farm amendment likewise 
was a substitute for a Stewart 


amendment which lost on a 12 te 
12 tie vote. The defeated amend- 
ment would have directed draft 
boards to consider agriculture as 
“a critical war industry.” 


Opposition to Act. 


Meanwhile, Chairman Mead 
(Dem.), New York, of the Senate 
War Investigating Committee 
threw his influence against «na- 
tional service legislation, uring in- 
stead that “wasted” man power 
be squeezed out of war plants. 


“Full national service at this 
stage of the war, with the present 
inefficiencies in utilization (of 
man power) would result only in 
chaos,” he told the Senate. 

Mead said a war investigating 
subcommittee found “excess man 
power, wasted labor, hoarded la- 
bor and enforced loafing” in an 
investigation last week of the 
Norfolk Navy Yard, yet the yard's 
record by comparison with other 
Navy yards was “excellent.”

Inefficient Use of Men. 


Mead said his committee is “in 
possession of information that 
leads it to believe that manpower 
is being inefficiently utilized in a 
great many war plants.” He pro- 
posed giving the War Manpower 
Commission the authority and 
staff to survey plants and order 
release of workers not needed. 


Impropoer utilization rather 
than over-all shortage of labor, 
Mead contended, is the real diffi- 
culty, 

The Norfolk yard employs 38,000 
persons. Mead reported that it 
was said to be short more than 
4000 workers ‘for essential pur- 
poses. He added:

MILITARY PICTURE ON WEST FRONT 
By MAJ. GEORGE FIELDING ELIOT

HE following is a review of the military situation along the 


T western front: 

Along the Maas and in the Nijmegen salient, there are some 
patrol activities; a minor German attack—probably intended to keep 
us off balance, possibly a reconnaissance in force—has been beaten 


off near Nijmegen. 


In the Roermond-Sittard corner, 
the British are going ahead method- 
ically and with good results. It 
is beginning to look as though the 
British Second Army will come up 
to the line of the Roer all the way 
from .Roermond down to the left 
flank of the United States Ninth 
Army at Linnich unless the Ger- 
mans are willing to use more 
troops for counterattack purposes. 


This would greatly improve the 
Allied jump-off position for a new 
major offensive directed toward 
Cologne. It should not be forgot- 
ten that the Antwerp supplies are 
pouring into this northern area, 
and therefore Allied offensive 
preparations for the future may 
well cause the Germans the great- 
est anxiety on this particular part 
of the front. 

Along the rest of the Roer front, 
past Linnich, Julich and Duren 
down tothe beginning of the Ar- 
dennes bulge there has been no 
change for over a month. 


Reduction of Bulge. 


On the northern flank of the 
bulge, the United States First 
Army is moving southeastward to- 
ward St. Vith. St. Vith was a ma- 
jor advance base and communica- 
tions center for the German at- 
tack into the Ardennes. If it can 
be taken before the Germans have 
evacuated their assembled stores, 
it may be a prize of considerable 
value for that alone. 


On the southern shoulder of the 
bulge, the United States Third 
Army is also going ahead north of 
Diekirch, with Vianden as an ap- 
parent objective. The Third Army 
has now taken Wiltz and the latest 
reports say that the Germans are 
pulling out of Belgium and Lux- 
embourg, back to the Siegfried 
line. 

The regaining of ground is 
something, but its value lies in the 
use to be made of that ground in 
the future. The capture of Ger- 
man stores is something, but there 
is no reason to think the Germans 
cannot replace lost material. What 
really counts is what is in the bag 
in the way of German soldiers 
when the mouth of the Ardennes 
bulge is finally closed.

PARLEY ON SHIPPING FRENCH 
WINE AND PERFUME TO U, S. 


PARIS, Jan. 22 (AP).—Negotia- 
tions are being pursued in Wash- 
ington for shipment of French 
products, notably wines and per- 
fumes, to the United States, the 
National Economy Ministry dis- 
closed today. 

Shipments would utilize part of 
the cargo space in about 26 ves- 
sels scheduled to sail in the next 
three months from American ports 
with supplies for French industry.

If they are going to 
get Strasbourg and Hagenau, they 
will have to do it while they still 
have the advantage in timing due 
to the fact that Gen. Eisenhower 
could not take effective counter- 
action until their intentions be- 
came manifest. 

There is no reason to think that 
Eisenhower does not have suffi- 
cient reserves to deal with a Ger- 
man operation involving a matter 
of five divisions, provided he can 
get them to the threatened area 
in time. Indeed, the French First 
Army has already launched a

But the question still remains

Jones vs. Wallace 


There will be a lot of complaint because the 
President is replacing Jesse Jones with Henry 
Wallace. It will be said by the enemies of the 
former Vice President that a shrewd banker is 
going out of the Department of Commerce— 
where the Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
resides—and a misty-eyed-visionary is moving 
in. Especially such critics as former N. A. M. 
President Crawford, who once charged that 
Wallace planned to give a bottle of milk daily to 
every Hottentot, will have a field day over this 
administration shake-up, as will some Repub- 
licans, and right-wing Democrats. 

Then let the whole case be examined on its 
merits. It has merits. Because it has, Mr. 
Roosevelt should not have attributed the move, 
in his letter to Jones, to political reward for a 
man who supported him valiantly in the last 
campaign. No progressive in or out of the Gov- 
ernment cares for the spoils system—the turn- 
ing out of the disloyal or the passive to make 
way for the loyal and the active, without regard 
for men and their abilities. But every progres- 
sive believes in measuring the qualifications of 
two men for a given post, and in the choice of 
that man who can do the job best. By such 
standards, there are good reasons. why Henry 
Wallace should become Secretary of Commerce. 

There is no doubt that Jones is a good banker, 
nor is there doubt that he has made some wise 
investments for the Government since he became 
Secretary of Commerce. But he failed in his 
crucial test as a statesman. This came to light 
in a series of congressional investigations, cul- 
minating in Vice President Wallace’s attack on 
Jones in June, 1943, charging him with attempt- 
ing to hamstring the work of the Board of Eco- 
nomic Warfare, of which Wallace was chairman, 

The function of the board was to stockpile 
strategic raw materials, and it began operation 
before we were at war. RFC, which Jones 
headed, was to do the banking and importing. 
BEW was supposed to decide what should be 
bought and imported by RFC. In April, 1942, 
the President transferred import powers to BEW 
in an attempt to stop the delays for which RFC 
was responsible. That didn’t work. The banker 
was still pinching pennies instead of buying stra- 
tegic materials 2+ a desperate period in the war. 
What finally emerged, a year later, was that 
Jones was responsible for stalling development 
and stockpiling of such gravely necessary com- 
modities as mica, rubber, industrial diamonds, 
quartz crystals, certain metals such as tantalite, 
and—to our great military cost—quinine. 

This newspaper said, at the time of the open 
Wallace-Jones battle which was finally and un- 
happily ended by turning over BEW functions to 
Leo Crowley: “The only way the administration 
as a whole can be rescued from Jones’ bungling 
and incompetence is for him to be removed out- 
right from its councils.” 

Since the President has chosen to give his new 
decision its full political implications, Wallace 
should be examined on this and on other records. 
He was rebuffed in the BEW fight. He was re- 
buffed in the last campaign and another chosen 
as the President’s running mate, although he 
made the most brilliant speech of either conven- 
tion in his fight for the post. 

Yet his loyalty to the administration, and to 
the program he thought it stood for, was un- 
wavering. He has emerged as the Willkie of 
the Democratic party—a man who always put his 
high ideals, and the statesmanship with which 
he championed them, above personalities. He 
knows where the country is going, what must 
be done to preserve all possible opportunities 
for what he has called “the creative business 
man of the future.” , 

It is true that Mr. Wallace is visionary, but 
where there is no vision the people perish. He 
has a flair for choosing excellent administrators 
and experts in various fields—for example, Milo 
Perkins. He has been an earnest student of 
foreign trade for a number of years, has learned 
to speak Spanish and Russian in pursuit of that 
study, and is exceedingly well liked in South 
America and elsewhere abroad. 

The President may have acted primarily be- 
cause he suspects Jesse Jones of collusion in the 
Texas plot to throw a part of the electoral 
college away from the party’s candidate, and 
because Wallace stuck by him and is a favorite 
among party liberals. He could better have 
acted because, of the two men, one deserves the 
job on merit. That one is Henry Wallace. 
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Electoral College Class Day 

The electoral college may be a defect of the 
Constitution, but Saturday its 1944 graduating 
class held a very successful reunion in Washing- 
ton just the same. It was, of course, quite extra- 
curricular, for this college has neither frat 
houses, faculties nor football teams. None the 
less, the new grads got together for a feast of 
reason and flow of wit, and dispatched a fine 
new flag to F. D. R. There’s life in the old 
defect yet. 
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More Pay for Congressmen 

Can the average man afford to be a Congress- 
man on a salary of $10,000 a year? What will 
happen to Congress if its members’ pay is not 
increased? 

Representative John J. Cochran, who is noted 
for being economy-minded, believes that they 
ought to be given increased pay and retirement 
benefits. “Few members of Congress,” he says, 
“are able to live properly on the present salary. 
Those who can make both ends meet have no 
family or special obligation.” 

He thought Robert Heller, the business man- 
agement engineer, had gone much too high with 
his proposal that the Congressman be raised to 
$25,000 a year, but believed it might lead to a 
compromise. Ex-Justice Byrnes has suggested 
$15,000. The St. Louis Representative also fa- 
vored Congressmen being permitted to join the 
retirement plan. 

Such increases in income and security would, 
of course, primarily benefit the legislators, but 
would, in our opinion, be of even more benefit 
to the people of the United States. Recent dis- 
patches from Washington indicate that organ- 
ized labor is considering getting behind a move 
to increase the salaries, on the ground that the 
average man can’t make the grade on Capitol 
Hill on the present $10,000 pay. 

If this continues, it is argued, Congress would 
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eventually be made up of people most of whom 
wouldn't have to depend on their Government 
pay checks, and so would be less likely to repre- 
sent the interests of the average man. 

The result might be a Congress chosen by “the 
wise, the rich and the good”—Hamilton’s phrase 
for the aristocratic rich of his day; or their out- 
side income might come from blocs or special 
interests. 
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The Ferment Is Working 

At its meeting last Saturday at Lincoln, Neb., 
the newly organized Nebraska Reclamation Asso- 
ciation went on record for over-all management 
of the Missouri River and its problems. The 
meeting did not go on record for a Missouri 
Valley Authority, but there was considerable dis- 
cussion of it among the delegates. 

Senator Butler hemmed and hawed a good 
deal in his talk about it. He wouldn’t say he 
was for an MVA and he wouldn’t say he was 
against it, except that he did not think it was 
needed at the moment. His mental perplexity 
and obfuscation were revealed by his remark that 
he did not see why Nebraska farmers should 
start growing cotton just because it is grown in 
the Tennessee Valley. 

More to the point were the remarks of 
Speaker Peterson of the Nebraska Legislature, 
who boiled down the possible future manage- 
ment of the Missouri to an interstate compact, 
joint administration (as at present) by the Army 
Engineers and the Reclamation Bureau and, 
third, to an MVA or MVC. The latter initials 
mean Missouri Valley Co-operative, a phrase 
more to Mr. Peterson’s taste than Missouri 
Valley Authority. 

He dismissed the first method as being too 
slow and cumbersome, and criticised the second 
as not meeting the exacting management prob- 
lems that are forthcoming. So he concluded by 
saying that the choice seemed to be some kind 
of MVA—but not an agency that would be an 
exact copy of TVA. Proponents of MVA, of 
course, have never contended that people in this 
valley should slavishly follow TVA, ‘There are 
big differences in the two valleys, and they 
require separate treatment, but the underlying 
principle of TVA—unified management of the 
soils and waters of a drainage basin—are appli- 
cable to river valleys anywhere. 

It does not matter whether it be called an 
“authority” or a “co-operative,” either. Mr. 
Peterson thinks “authority” sounds too much 
like a policeman’s club, but that’s an exercise 
of mere semantics rather than an approach to 
the basic problem. In any case, the Nebraska 
meeting shows that the old piecemeal way of 
dealing with the Missouri River is on its way 
out and that modern techniques are going to 
take its place.

Armistice With Hungary 

The armistice terms just announced for Hun- 
gary are additional evidence to back up Prime 
Minister Churchill’s assertion of last week that 
unconditional surrender by Germany would not 
mean national destruction or enslavement. 

The terms for Hungary are a fair sample of 
stern but not vengeful Allied justice. Of course, 
the Allies have scores to settle with Germany 
that are far more serious than those with its last 
effective satellite. However, the terms for Hun- 
gary are undoubtedly a close parallel to what 
the Germans can expect—surrender of troops 
and war materials, evacuation of occupied terri- 
tories, return of war loot, reparations install- 
ments that are not impossible or ruinous, Allied 
control for whatever time is necessary, cessation 
of Fascist propaganda, roundup of war criminals. 

The Hungarians have learned from bitter ex- 
perience, for the second time in a generation, 
that war does not pay. That is the lesson that 
will also have to be driven in upon the Germans. 
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Why Fileischli Isn’t Running 


The case of John A. Fleischli is a powerful 
argument for adoption of the School Board 
reform plan proposed last spring. 

Mr. Fleischli is one of the board’s most able 
and progressive members. After serving eight 
years, he has decided not to seek re-election this 
spring, because his campaign would cost from 
$1000 to $1500 or $1800—‘“and I can’t afford to 
spend that much for a job that doesn’t pay any- 
thing.” Nor does Mr. Fleischli feel that he can 
ask friends to put up the money. 

Under the proposed reform, there would be 
no need for campaign funds, or for gathering 
thousands of names on petitions. The Mayor 
would appoint the board members, from lists of 
nominees drawn up by a panel of outstanding 
citizens. At the end of two years’ service, each 
appointee would be voted on by the public, just 
as Judges are now returned to the bench or re- 
tired under the Missouri non-partisan court plan. 

The present system gives an advantage to the 
candidate with a big campaign fund and an 
active organization. It keeps many capable citi- 
zens from running for the board, just as it has 
now discouraged a capable member from seeking 
re-election. 

Mr. Fleischli’s candid statement, and the im- 
minence of the school election, add timeliness 
to the panel discussion of board elective methods 
to be held at 8 p. m. tomorrow at Gallau- 
det School, 1616 South Grand boulevard. This 
forum should prove to be a step toward adoption 
of a reform to improve the board's caliber, 
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Action on Columbia Bottoms 

An air-minded St. Louis public’s criticism of 
municipal inaction toward meeting the city’s 
needs for the coming Aviation Age has brought 
results. The decision to use the condemnation 
process for obtaining the greater part of the 
needed acreage at the Columbia Bottoms site 
for the city’s second major airport is a sign that 
the months of dilly-dallying are ended. 

Outright purchase is, of course, always prefer- 
able. However, land prices inevitably shoot up 
when it is undertaken on a piecemeal basis, and 
this is what happened as to the Columbia 
Bottoms site. 
120 acres of the 4000-acre tract necessary, so 
condemnation is now the only feasible recourse. 

Certainly the Board of Aldermen will expedite 
the city administration's bill, and so end the pro- 
tracted delays. Its approval will start St. Louis 
on the way toward taking its rightful position 
as a major aviation center, not a whistle stop,

For Plain Talk on F oreign Policy

New State Department plan of going direct to people is likely to 
fail, writer suggests, unless it speaks a language the hearers can 
understand; Government and organization speakers must avoid 
“intellectual approach” and big words, or efforts wilf be wasted.

Now that the State Department is go- 
ing to speak more freely and directly to 
the people, will it use a language they 
can understand? 


If it does not, if it speaks in abstract 
or rarefied terms, or in “gobbledygook” 
(bureaucratic jargon), or if it sends out 
representatives who mumble into their 
manuscripts, it may as well abandon hope 
that the people of the United States 
will determine this country’s foreign policy. 


That policy then would be determined 
by the obstructionists and the demagogues. 
For they, like Hitler, understand the power 
of the spoken word. 


Many women’s organizations—and these 
constitute a large and influential audience 
for speakers on public affairs—are becom- 
ing increasingly dissatisfied with the type 
of address they hear from Government 
officials. At least one large national body 
of women is having no such speakers this 
year at its board meetings, even though 
it has a vital concern in the pressing 
problems of government. But previous 
time-wasting experiences with Government 
experts, whose rhythmic monotones and 
technical lingo induced sleep rather than 
thought, have made these busy and critical 
women wary. 


What Chills Audiences 


However, Secretary of State Stettinius 
seems to be taking steps toward a down- 
to-earth policy of information. .He broke 
precedent again recently when he held a 
conference with 50 of the nation’s leading 
lecturers. Pointing out that peace must 
be organized with the “general approval 
of the people,” he asked them to aid in 
stimulating public discussion of peace 
issues, 


If the State Department can prepare its 
representatives to interpret its aims orally 
to citizens, it will go a long way toward 
breaking down the popular suspicion and 
hostility with which it hag been regarded. 
It may also stimulate other Government 
departments to similar action. Effective 
speaking will do more than deluges of 
pamphlets, releases and statements to 


bridge the gulf between Government and 
the people. 


Many worthy organizations are muffing 
their speaking opportunities at this critical 
time. Groups are sending out too many 
speakers who pride themselves on the “in- 
tellectual approach,” who still harbor the 
myth that prosiness is the bedfellow of 
profundity. Eager audiences find their en- 
thusiasm chilled after being bombarded 
with such terms as “feasible mechanisms 
of peace,” “competing and alternative for- 
mulas,” “nascent atavism.” Such speakers 
often read from manuscripts, do not make 
themselves heard and have distracting 
platform mannerisms. 


Magic of the Spoken Word 


There are some, however, both in the 
Government and without, who are heighten- 
ing public understanding. Two who are 
meeting much approval from audiences are 
Charles P. Taft of the State Department, 
and Eric Johnston, president of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce, Mr. Taft 
takes hig speechmaking before them seri- 
ously. Mr. Johnston ig using his wide 
information and expert platform tech- 
nique to arouse people to think about the 
issues of the day. 

The great need of training in public 
speaking to aid in “social construction” 
was emphasized by the National Associa- 
tion of Teachers of Speech at its annual 
meeting in Chicago. An even more effec- 
tive argument for this is found in the 
following quotation: 


I know that one ig able to win people 
far more by the spoken than by the 
written word. ... For let it be said to all 
knights of the pen and to all political 
dandies especially of today: the greatest 
changes in this world have fiever been 
brought about by a goose quill. No, the 
pen has been reserved to motivate these 
changes theoretically, But the power 
which set sliding the greatest historical 
avalanche of political and _ religious 
nature was, from the beginning of time, 
the magic force of the spoken word 
alone,

An Aid to National Unity

The seventeenth annual report of the Na- 
tional Conference of Christians and Jews 
reviews a year of extraordinary activity in 
the organized work of breaking down the 
sectarian barriers that limit the unity of 
the American people. 

The various activities—conferences, round- 
tables, addresses, distribution of publica- 
tions, and so on—contributed in many ways 
to the more effective working of the social 
“melting pot.” 


The report notes that the conference dur- 
ing the year had the co-operation of 20 
Protestant denominations, several Roman 
Catholic bishops, the Federal Council of 
the Churches of Christ in America, the 
Synagogue Council of America and the 
Catholic Commission on American Citizen- 
ship. 

A review of the report notes that the 
activities of the conference were on behalf 
of “tolerance and good will.” Perhaps the 


spirit of the work is less than precisely in- 
dicated by these words. “Tolerance” sug- 
gests forbearance in contacts that are less 
than congenial—certainly praiseworthy, as 
far as it goes—even “good will” may unin- 
tentionally suggest a patronizing attitude. 

The spirit of such valuable work as the 
National Conference of Christians and Jews 
is doing reaches deeper.

Chinese Writer’s Book on War 
Still Timely After 2500 Years 


“Art of War,’’ by Sun Tzu. (Military Service Pub- 
lishing Co., Harrisburg, Pa.) 

Modern warfare means tanks, planes and 
guns. Yet today’s principles are not much 
different generally from those laid down 
almost 2500 years ago by Sun Tzu, great 
Chinese strategist. 

Considered a classic military textbook, 
his work has had a renascence and has 
just recently been made available to Amer- 
ican readers, from the translation by Lionel 
Giles of the British Museum. 

All of Sun Tzu’s principles are contained 
in 60 pages, divided into 13 chapters, some 
of which complement others. These cover 
many subjects, including the relation of the 
ruler to the army and what we would call 
blitz warfare. 

On one important principle he said: 
“Though we have heard of stupid haste 
in war, cleverness has never been associ- 
ated with long delays.” We have para- 
phrased this as “Too little and too late.” 

© 


Sun believed in a strong military intel- 
ligence branch, to include what we call 
fifth-column activity and the use of quis- 
lings. He held that “supreme excellence 
consists in breaking the enemy’s resistance 
without fighting.” That purpose could be 
accomplished by liberal use of spies, 
“Whether the object be to crush an army, 
to storm a city, or to assassinate an indi- 
vidual, it is always necessary to begin by 
finding out the names of the attendants, 
the aides-de-camp, the doorkeepers and 
sentries of the General in command.” 

He counseled something which the Ger- 
man nation might have heeded: “If fight- 
ing promises not to result in victory, then 
you must not fight, even at the ruler’s 
bidding.” Failure to follow this rule will 
lead only to disaster because “when your 
weapons are dulled, your ardor damped, 
your strength exhausted and your treasure 
spent, other chieftains will spring up to 
take advantage of your extremity. Then 
no man, however wise, will rarely be able 
to avert the consequences that must ensue.” 
Hitler, whose authority in Germany appar- 
ently has been usurped by Himmler, can 
probably appreciate the wisdom of this, 

. . « 


Sun made a point that all concerned over 
world peace would do well to keep in mind: 
“The art of war teaches us to rely not on 
the likelihood of the enemy's coming, but 
on our own readiness to receive him; not 
on the chance of his @ttacking, but rather 
on the fact that we have made our position 
unassailable.” In other words, “Be pre 
pared.” 

Sun Tzu's concepts are reported to be 
“must” reading in the Russian College of 
War. Undoubtedly the Chinese also use 
them, particularly this principle: “If 
slightly inferior in numbers, we can avoid 
the enemy; if quite unequal] in every way, 
we can flee from him.” 

“Art of War” is a literary gem of dis- 
tilled Chinese wisdom.

HE London Economist’s sudden blast last month (reprinted in the| 
Post-Dispatch Sunday) seems to have touched off most of the) 
explosive matter in Anglo-American relations; the appropriate 
courtesies have been exchanged on either side. 


Now that the tempest 


has abated, I think there is a need to see the incident in its proper 


perspective.

The occasion was really the dis- 
appointment over the realization 
that we are still a considerable 
distance from the end of the war. 
I do not know whether this was 
due to overconfidence of the su- 
preme command, to mistakes of 
strategy, or to failure to grasp 
the extent of Germany’s reserve 
strength. Whatever it was, there 
was disappointment; it must be 
set in the context of the immense 
fatigue all Europe feels after near- 
ly six years of war. 

To this must be added the irri- 
tation some of us feel not only 
about our own mistakes, as in 
Greece, but at American aloofness 
from them which, as in Secretary 
of State  Stettinius’ statement, 
takes the form of moral disap- 
proval without constructive sug- 
gestion. 


American Imperialism, Too. 


I think it would be disastrous 
if Americans did not feel entirely 
free to criticise our policies, grant- 
ed only the good will of the critic, 
and a willingness to take a hand 
in suggesting a new course of ac- 
tion. Equally, I think that British 
criticism of American policy, on 
the same terms, is a thoroughly 
healthy thing. 

When we hear the enthusiastic 
sales talks of Eric Johnston (presi- 
dent of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce) or William 
Benton (vice president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago) on the achieve- 
ments of free enterprise in the 
United States, I think we are en- 
titled to comment that in no other 
democracy is so large a propor- 
tion of productive capacity con- 
trolled by so small a number of 
great corporations. 

When we read the speeches 
Americans like to make on Brit- 
ish imperialism, I think it is a 
good thing to remind them that 
Nicaragua has been concerned 
with American imperialism, as 
have Mexico and other states on 
the American continent; after all, 
the standard of life in Bolivia is 
mainly determined in a New York 
hotel. Americans may be sensitive 
over what James Russell Lowell 
called a “certain condescension in 
foreigners.” There is the same 
kind of condescension in Ameri- 
cans, especially in the not infre- 
quent type to whom it seems nat- 
ural to equate bigness with 
grandeur. 


Criticism Is Healthy. 


My concern is that we should 
recognize on both sides of the 
Atlantic that being American and 
British, for all the importance of 
that distinction, matters far less 
than being citizens of what the 
French call one’s “patrie intellec- 
tuelle,” the celestial city of com- 
mon purposes and dreams. In that 
sense, just as Shakespeare is an 
American as well as a British 
inheritance, so Lincoln belongs to 
our tradition as well as to that 
of the United States. The more we 
know him, the more both our 
countries are enriched, just as the 
higher- our tariff barriers, the 


It is crass stupidity to have a 
working alliance for the preserva- 
tion of the great ends we have in 
common and then to think the 
methods whereby each of us moves 
to fulfillment of those ends must 
be handled by the other as though 
it were a delicate piece of fragile 
porcelain that will crumble at the 
first touch.

This is a cloud a lot bigger than 
a man’s hand. The Pacific North- 
west has long been regarded as 
the heart of America’s lumber in- 
dustry, yet newspapers in Oregon 
and Washington are pointing out 
that new industries based on low- 
cost electric power may be needdéd 
to replace a declining timber econ- 
omy. 


Is the Mesaba Rich? 


Iron ore is being mined in 
America at a rate well over 100 
million tons a year. Most of it 
comes from the fabulously rich 
Mesaba Range in Minnesota. But 
is the Mesaba Range so rich? 

According to a gloomy estimate 
made some time ago, the coun- 
try’s high-grade iron ore deposits 
will be able to support this vol- 
ume only three years more. In 
one official calculation, an average 
of 16 years will see the end of all 
inferior iron deposits which are 
commercially available under pres- 
ent technological methods. 

Likewise, experts take a pes- 
simistic view of our copper re- 
serves. Before the start of the 
war, it was said that the United 
States had reserves of copper suf- 
ficient for 40 years. Today’s esti- 
mate is much closer to 10 years. 

So long as the war lasts, of 
course, we must spend as prodigal- 
ly as necessary. There can be no 
holding back. 


May Join ‘Have Nots.’ 


But steps toward a long-range 
conservation program are essen- 
tial, and they can be taken now. 
Under the pressure of war needs, 
many conservation practices have 
been relaxed. Selective logging, a 
program designed to leave seed 
trees and new growth in all cut- 
over forest areas, has not been 
followed in the face of Army and 
Navy demands for huge lumber 
deliveries. Some lumber com- 
panies have used the war as a 
convenient excuse to drop con- 
servation practices which were 
costly to maintain. 

It takes many decades for a 
Douglas fir or a Ponderosa pine 


start reforestation and 
toration on a large scale, the next 
generation of Americans may be 
without lumber resources. 

We have thought of ourselves 
so long as a “have” nation that 
it is a distinct shock to realize 
we may find ourselves among the 
“have nots” unless we show a lit- 
tle common sense. If the deple- 
tion of our resources continues, 
the day may come when we will 
be forced to depend on oil imports 
from the Middle East, on timber 
imports from Siberia, and on min- 
erals from the mountain ranges of 
China. 

However, the picture is not en- 
tirely black. On the one hand, pri- 
vate industry is constantly devel- 
oping new technique to use new 
raw materials. Along with this 
goes long-range government plan- 
ning to conserve natural resources. 
The Tennessee Valley Authority, 
with its program of soil restora- 
tion, is a good example of the 
kind of action that can be taken 
by the Government. :

Sales of These Manufac- 
turing Corporations Up 
86 Million Over Those 
in Previous Year.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 22.—Ag- 
gregate net worth of 17 manufac- 
turing corporations in the St. 
Louis area increased $10,363,000 in 
1943 over the previous year, while 
net sales increased approximately 
86 million dollars, it was shown in 
a report today by the Securities 
and Exchange Commission, 

The figures were published in 
Part Three of a five-part survey, 
this section covering corporations 
producing automobile parts, build- 
ing equipment and material, clay, 
iron and steel foundry products, 
metal and glass containers and 
nonferrous metals. 

Of the 17 corporations listed in 
the St. Louis area, 15 reported in- 
creased assets, and 16 showed net 
sales gains. The SEC study 
showed that most of the com- 
panies have completed their war 
contract renegotiations for 1942 
and 1943 and have provided for 
further renegotiations, tax refunds 
or readjustments without upsetting 
results.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 22 (AP).— 
Federal tax refunds aggregating 
$1,348,636 were made to 106 firms 
and individuals in the St. Louis 
area during the fiscal year ended 
last June 30, it was disclosed yes- 
terday in an Internal Revenue 
Bureau report to Congress. The 
report covered only refunds ex- 
ceeding $500.

For the fougth successive session 
the stock market today responded 
to brightening war news with gen- 
eral declines although 
seemed to have lost its urgency 
and, here and there, rallies crept 
into the list. 

Railway bonds again were in 
supply but ijiast week’s drooping 
commodities steadied. 

The stock division regained a 
partion of its equilibrium after a 
fast first hour and, near the close, 
extreme setbacks running to two 
or more points were reduced in 
the majority of cases. Low-priced 
motors revived toward the last. 
Dealings slowed as quotations 
stiffened, 

Transfers for the full stretch 
were 1,467,370 shares, compared 
with 1,609,250 shares last Friday. 

Of the 950 issues traded in to- 
day, 465 were lower, 261 higher 
and 224 unchanged. Sixteen made 
new 1944-45 highs and three new 
1944-45 lows. 

The Associated Press average of 
60 stocks closed at 58.1, down .2 
of a point. 

Factors in the Market, 

Bids were inspired by the be- 
lief the recent relapse may have 
been overdone and had gone a 
long way toward techinically cor- 
recting the drive to highest levels 
since 1937. The war developments

“BUT ALMOST EVERY DAY a delegation representing the 
gambling interests waits upon me at my office. They have 
offered me $200 per week just to tip them off five minutes 
ahead of any raid by the sheriff.

I can’t debar 
them from the City Hall, for they are taxpayers, so sooner or 
later they get at me again. In order to obtain a little respite, 
I recently fled to Indianapolis where I spent a couple of days 
at the Club. But the second day I was there, they had found 
my hiding place, so this delegation from our local gambling 
ring was again waiting upon me. I have finally found a secret 
hideout where I can go when I need sleep and relaxation. It 
is out in the country. But they may locate it before long.

“THESE GAMBLERS AREN’T the only ones trying to 
break Mme down. Our sheriff, a member of my own party, has 
now succumbed to their arguments, so he is working on me. 
I have refused to budge an inch. He tells me I am selfish in 
that I don’t have to come up for re-election for three more 
years, but he does next fall, so he wants me to relent in order 
that he can get back into office. Dr. Crane, if this pressure of 
gamblers is exerted on me, with bribes of $200 per week for 
just tipping them off, and our town has a population of 40,000 
people, what do you suppose is the bribe offered to leaders of 
large cities? If I were a poor man and one of my children 
were critically in need of an expensive surgical operation, or 
I wanted money to send my child to college, you can see that 
the gamblers’ bribe might more likely catch me at a weak 
moment and force me to succumb. 

“YOU CAN IMAGINE, therefore, how many good men start 
out with a sound moral administration and honest political 
policies, but you can easily guess, being a psychologist, how 
many of them soon surrender to the gamblers and begin ac- 
cepting bribes. They might easily argue that they weren't 
doing anything seriously wrong just by telephoning the gam- 
bling syndicate and saying, ‘Hello. You have five minutes.’ 
They might rationalize to themselves that it is the sheriff's 
job to make the arrests, anyway, so what's five minutes? But 
back of it all is their cupidity for that $200 per week and the 
constant pressure of the gambling syndicate. We will never 
have honest government till we ciose out the gambling racket.”

NY woman who has taken the 
time and had the patience to 
master the art and science of 


making delicious home-made bis- 


cuits has gone a long way into 


the realm of good cooking. Good 


ingredients, of course, are essen- 
tial but the right proportion of 


ingredients and their proper mix- 


ing are even more important. 
From much observation I am led 
to believe that most biscuit mak- 
ers who obtain biscuits that are 
only “so-so,” could improve much 
if they would use a little more 
shortening, more liquid and then 
do light, fast kneading. Biscuit 
dough needs to be soft, and it 
must be mixed enough to get 
the leaven completely distributed. 
When biscuit dough is not stirred 
or kneaded sufficiently, it has a 
rough pebbly surface when rolled 
out. Sufficient, but very light, 
quick kneading produces a 
smoother surface in the rolled- 
out dough. Today's recipe is a 
good old-time one, calling for both 
soda and cream of tartar, in other 
words, the ingredients that go 
into cream of tartar baking pow- 
der, and produces a biscuit with 
a different flavor. 


Cream of Tartar and Soda 
Biscuits, 

Two cups sifted all-purpose 
flour, two teaspoons cream of tar- 
tar, one teaspoon baking soda, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-third 
cup shortening, three-fourths cup 
— two teaspoons melted but- 
er. 

Sift dry ingredients twice and 
then sift into a bowl. Blend in 
the shortening with a fork or 
pastry blender; add milk and stir 
with a fork until well blended. 
Do not beat. Turn out on a light- 
ly floured board. Lift outer 
floured edge of dough up and to- 
ward center. Knead lightly and 
quickly eight to 12 times. Roll 
out lightly to one-half to five- 
eighths inch thickness. Cut and 
place on a greased baking sheet. 
Brush with butter and bake in a 
450-degree Fahrenheit oven for 
12 to 15 minutes,

Egg Salad.

Combine one-half 
cup mayonnaise, two tablespoons 
lemon juice, one-eighth teaspoon 
salt, four teaspoons chopped 
chives, eight olives, sliced thin, 
and eight radishes, sliced thin. 
Mix lightly. Shell four chilled, 
hard-cooked eggs and cut into 
rather large cubes; place one diced 
egg on a lettuce leaf, placed on a 
salad plate. Top each serving 
with a portion of the dressing and 
serve immediately. 

DINNER—Braised lamb shanks, 
mashed potatoes, parsley buttered 
carrots, cream of tartar and soda 
biscuits, minted apples, lettuce sal- 
ad with 1000 Island dressing, ice 
cream. 

Grade B eggs are plentiful at 
this time, and the cost is consid- 
erably lower than the Grade A. 
We recommend their use in bak- 
ing, ar’ cooking, for any time 
that the egg is not eaten plain. 
Buy officially graded and certified 
Grade B, and you will save money 
and lose nothing in nutritive 
value.

The Causes 
And Control 
Of Diabetes

DON’T know whether it is due 
| to the doctor shortage, that 

people simply do not go to doc- 
tors, and gossip about sickness 
has become entirely based on ig- 
norance and _ =~superstition, or 
whether it is necessary to keep up 
our educational campaigns year 
after year, but whichever the 
cause, my correspondence in the 
last six months is filled with ques- 
tions that do not seem to me pos- 
sible for an enlightened country 
to be asking. 

For instance, almost every day 
I get a letter asking—“Is there 
anything that can be done for di- 
abetes?”

THAT, AS I SAY, is a question 
it doesn’t seem possible to me that 
anyone would ask in the modern 
world. Not only have we for years 
been teaching people about the 
care of diabetes, but about twenty 
years ago with the discovery of in- 
sulin in a Canadian hospital, one 
of the great triumphs of modern 
medicine in the control of diabetes 
was segprnes poo Only a few 
months ago Dr. nting, the chief 
discoverer of insulin, was killed in 
the line of duty in an airplane ac- 
cident and the whole story was in 
the papers again. How is it possi- 
ble for people to forget so soon? 

Well, I am going to assume that 
it is because education of the pub- 
lic on medical matters has to be 
renewed every so often and will 
publish a few articles on the mod- 
ern treatment of diabetes. 

In the first place, it is a very 
common condition. It occurs in 
people of all ages and sexes, al- 
though the majority of cases 0oc- 
cur in those over 50 years of age. 
If you get to that age thefe is 
about a one to a thousand chance 
that you will acquire the condi- 
tion before long. 

x «x x 


THE ESSENTIAL NATURE of 
the condition is’ that the body has 
lost its ability to burn sugars and 
starches completely. Since our 
rate of speed is almost as much 
dependent on buring sugars and 
starches as an automobile’s speed 
is dependent on burning gasoline 
this is fairly serious. It slows one 
up and makes for one of the 
prominent symptoms of diabetes— 
fatigue. 

The cause of this defect is un- 
derstood when we study the nor- 
mal way the body has of utilizing 
sugars and starches. Before any 
of these foods can be used by the 
body engine—and this includes 
most parts of the fruits and vege- 
tables, bread, cereals, sugar, mo- 
lasses, griddle cakes, crackers and 
soft drinks that you take in—they 
are all turned to a very simple 
sugar, glucose, and stored in the 
liver and muscles, 

It is not unlike refining petrole- 
um and storing it in the tank of 
your automobile. Then when a 
muscle, which is the energy-en- 
gine part of your mechanism, 
wants to burn some of this ho- 
octane material it calls to the 
liver for it, and when the glucose 
arrives in the muscle it is sparked 
by a substance produced in cer- 
tain cells of the pancreas called 
insulin; Of course oxygen car- 
ried by the blood from the lungs 
also has to be present. The chem- 
ical reaction is roughly—glucose 
—oxygen—insulin. 

x k« * 

THE DEFECT IN THE diabetic 
patient is that his pancreas does 
not manufacture insulin suffi- 
ciently. Hence ghuicose remains 
unburned in the muscle and 
passes into the blood to be car- 
ried off by the kidneys in the 
urine. That is why the fina] test 
for diabetes is glucose in the 
urine. 

In treatment it is obvious that 
there are two things to do—either 
run the engine on less glucose, 
which means cutting down 
starches and sugars in the diet, 
or supply more insulin. 


Meat Loaf 
One and one-half pounds chopped 
chuck; three slices hard stale 
bread; warm milk; salt and pep- 
per; one-half pound mushrooms; 


one egg; one egg yolk; one large 
onion; one tablespoon margarine; 
one teaspoon chopped parsley; 
four hard-cooked eggs. 

Soak the stale bread in warm 
milk and squeeze dry. Chop onion 
and saute lightly in margarine. 
Combine chopped chuck, the whole 
egg, beaten, soaked bread, onion 
and seasonings. Mix well. Shape 
meat into a loaf putting the hard- 
cooked eggs in the center of the 
loaf. Wet hands with water to 
keep meat from sticking to fin- 
gers. Roll the loaf in flour. Place 
in a greased roasting pan and 
spread top of loaf with the egg 
yolk mixed with a little water. 
Brown quickly in hot oven, Re- 
duce heat and cook until tender 
or approximately one hour, adding 
a cup of water to the pan when 
the heat is reduced. Fifteen min- 
utes before loaf is done add mush- 
rooms which have been peeled and 
sliced. After removing loaf from 
pan, thicken the mushroom gravy 
with a little flour, 


Add a handful of salt to the 
rinse water and your clothes will 
not freeze while you are hanging

The second round double used 
by East at Table 2 was vastly su- 
perior to- the mere heart rebid 
chosen by his vis-a-vis. As East 
Number One himself pointed out, 
the hand was not worth a jump 
rebid in hearts in the face of 
West's pass, and it was this fea- 
ture that made the double so much 
better from a tactical and stra- 
tegical point of view. Presumably, 
if West could take no action on 
the first round, it was unlikely 
that he would “come to life” over 
a mere two hearts; thus if there 
was to be any substantial gain, 
the double had to be employed, 
just on the chance that West 
would be able to take defensive 
action, viz, make a penalty pass 
or a penalty double on his own 
account,
